T he d ocum en t which stipulates in 
d etail how the gigantic w ork of ha s ­ 
ten in g food and s a n ita ry relief to the 
m illions of sta rvin g R ussian s in the 
Volga district, was signed b y W alter 
L. B row n, as represe n tative of the 
A m erican Relief A d m in istration and 
M ax im Litvinoff, for the R ussian Sov­ 
iet governm ent. 
T he sign in g cerem ony was im pre s­ 
sive. 
It took place on the top floor 
of the foreign office 
in

room 
filled with n ew spaper c orrespon d e n ts 
from many* countries, to the a ccom ­ 
pan im en t of the clicking of three m ov­ 
ing picture m achines and the s n a p­ 
ping of se ve ral “s till” cam eras. 
C om m issioner Brow n read the tex t 
of the a gre e m e n t to the assem b lage 
which listened with in ten se attention. 
T hree copies w ere signed and then 
sealed with red wax . 
M. Litvinoff in 
a b rief speech' thank ed the gove rn ­ 
m en t of Latvia, of which R iga is the 
capital, for its aid in b ringing A m er­ 
ica and R ussia together. 
L itvinoff declared

U nited S tates and Russia.
